DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to article 34 amendment filed on Sep. 21 , 2006, the applicants have 
amended claims to incorporate the subject matter of original claim 2 into claim 1 . 

2. Claims 1-9 are now pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. The following editorial amendment is made in the specification and claim 1 : 

In the specification, please include the abstract ( copied from the corresponding WO 
2005/095394 ) application as the last page. 

In claim 1 , step d), line 1 , replace — 3,4,5-trimetoxybenzoic — with — 
trimethoxybenzoic — to correct a typo. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-9 are allowed since the instant compounds of formulae (III ) and (IV) as well as 
the instant process for preparing compound of formula (la) are neither disclosed nor 
obvious over the prior art. In the prior art, French body corporate ( GB 868,478, cited on 
applicant's form 1449 ) discloses a process for preparing Deserpidine ( instant 
compound of formula (la). However, the process of this GB patent differs from the 
instant process for using different intermediates ( see figures 1-5 ) rather than instant 
intermediates (II), (III) and (IV) in order to prepare intermediate (V).
